The 
tender was signed on behalf of over 600 
subscribers to shares In the syndicate, 
the vast majority of them Canadians, by 
Pellatt Ic Pellatt and Messrs. Britton 
Osier, Toronto; Thos.

Henderson and D. B. Roohester, Ottawa, 
and Raymond Mancha, Detroit. 

The money required by the syndicate 
was oversubscribed by several hundred 
thousands of dollars.

Tile company will be 
called Cobalt Lake Mining Company, 
and will have a capital of between 
84,000,000 and 86,000,000. 

The highest tender for Kerr Lake, 
$61,500, made by Americans, was con¬ 
sidered loo low. New tenders may be 
called lor offers for the purchase of the 
take. 

A tender offering a bonus of $38,100 
for mining leases of three parcels of land 
on Ihe right of way of the Temtskamlng

MI ST CAST BALLOT OR LOSE RIGHT. 

Compulsory Voting Part of the Election 
Reform Bill. 

A despatch from Otlawa says: The 
bill amending the election law has not 
yet been finally passed upon by the Cabi¬ 
net, but it is understood that compulsory 
voting will l.e one of the features of the 
legislation which will be submitted to 
Parliament shortly after it reassembles. 

Any qualified voter who neglects, 
without good excuse, to exercise tho 
franchise at a Parliamentary election 
shall he disqualified from voting for six 
jours thereafter. 

Legislation in this direction has been 
recommended by two special commit¬ 
tees of the I! .use in recent years. The 
Government measure will impose several 
penalties for anyone under this disquuli- 
lieation who utlempts to vote.

Gen. Tucker, who was on the retired 
list, saw service in the Egyptian cam¬ 
paign In 1882. and fought In the engage¬ 
ments at Kassassln and Tel-el-Kebtn, 
and was mentioned in despatches. He 
also served in the Eastern Soudan cam¬ 
paign in 1S8-1, and was mentioned in 
despatches for seizing one of the enemy’s 
Krupp guns und turning It upon them. 
He gained the nick-name of “Krupp 
Tucker" by this exploit. 


Duty on Burning Steamer.

The en¬ 
gineers remained In the engine-room 
until Ihe fire drove them out. The man 
ut the wheel stood at Ids post until the 
wheel ropes were burned off und lie was 
nearly enveloped in names. Had it not 
been for this faithfulness to duty all 
might have perished. Cupt. Reid suc¬ 
ceeded in beaching the steamer at Smi¬ 
ley's Point, hut there was nut a moment 
to spare. Although the passengers were 
nlmusl panic-stricken, rendering It the 
more dinicult for the captain's orders to 
bo obeyed, all hands were got ashore. 
The passengers and crew lost every¬ 
thing, ninny of them reaching shore 
only half clad. Among the passengers 
were five ladies. Cupt. Reid himself 
was the last to leave the ship.

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PROFIT IN LAKE BOATS. 

Never So Mach Money Was Paid Oat 
For Freights. 

, A despatch from Chicago says: Never 
before was so much money paid for 
carrying freight in lake vessels as flur- 
ing the season Just closed. A rough es¬ 
timate, places it at 861,000,000 for coal, 
iron ore, grain and lumber. The profits 
to the vessels were perhaps the largest 
in the history of the lakes. Careful 
computations, based on tho earnings of 
typical steamers, show a net proQt on 
steel ships of 13 per cent. On wooden 
ships of between 3,000 ond 3,500 tons 
•opacity the profits \have ranged as high 
us 3typer cent., with on average of more 
than £5 per cent, on their insurance val¬ 
uation. The cause of this great prosper¬ 
ity was the demand of the country for 
iron and steel. The total movement of 
iron ore for the season was 27,513,589* 
tons, an increase of 4,036,683 tons over 
1905. Grain from Duluth moved In a 
larger volume than ever before. There 
were shipped from the head of Lake 
Superior 81,608,000 bushels, as compared 
with 59,678,000 bushels in 1905. 


SWINDLE!! CAUGHT. 

A Bogus Cheque Operator Is In the 
Toils at Galt. 

A despatch from Galt says: A Galt 
woman's timely pointer to the police on 
Thursday led to the arrest of a man 
who has confessed to being a passer of 
bogus cheques, ond is believed to be 
the swindler wanted in a number tf 
Canadian towns and cities. Thursday 
morning a strange man entered Joseph 
Hall's store, New Ainslie Street, and 
asked Mrs. Hall whether she had any 
blank cheques she could spare, as he 
wanted to fill some out. Mrs. Hall su¬ 
spected the man, and on his departure 
notified the chief of police, who placed 
the man under arrest. At headquarters 
the man was taxed with being-the party 
who had worked the bogus cheque game 
in Guelph. At first he vigorously de¬ 
nied the charge, threatening reprisals, 
but finally weakened and admitted the 
whole thing. He said he was the sen 
of a farmer named Horace Brown, liv¬ 
ing near Cainsville. a short distance 
from Brantford. He would make no 
further statement as to how long he had 
been operating. 


GLANDERS IN WINNIPEG. 

First Outbreak in Two Years—Twenty 
Horses Shot. 

A despatch from Winnipeg says: The 
first outbreak of glanders to occur in 
Winnipeg in two years was detected 
two days ago, and on Thursday 20 
horses afTlicted were shot ut the city 
nuisance ground. Local veterinary sur¬ 
geons detected the disease, and the 
horses were slaughtered under their 
direction. James Lightfoot's board and 
sale stables,-on Bannalync Avenue, lost 
nine, while Slalter's stables, on. North 
Main Street, lost ten. The odd horse b<*- 
longed to a local express company. It 
is supposed that the disease was first 
contracted in the bush and brought to 
the city by unimals brought in from the 
camps.

the criminal tribes or castes, those 
whose hereditary “profession” is rob¬ 
bery and nothing else, remain, their 
instincts strong, wanting only opportm 
nlty to practice their traditional call* 
Ing, which the Indian caste system for¬ 
bids them to abandon. 

These tribes are most numerous and 
most wayward in the united provinces, 
iu which are Cawnpur and Lucknow, 
tho cities associated forever with the 
Indian mutiny. 

Half of the division is Oudb. the na¬ 
tive province last annexed by Britain, 
many of whose old men vividly re¬ 
member when every “talookdar,” or 
feudal chief, lived in a fortified castle 
and retained a swarm of armed men, 
who received no pay, but lived on the 
country. They were official robbers, 
uud their example gave free scope to 
the ‘'professional” robbers, or, as they 
have always been known In India, the 
criminal tribes. 

These tribes are the Samiuriahs, the 
Barwars, the Sanslahs, the Dorns, the 
Haburobs, the Aherlahs, the Banrlahs, 
the Bhatus. Eac h tribe, hus its own 
dialect, dress and customs. 

A singular feature of Indian life Is 
that persons who would |bo considered 
depraved characters In a European 
country anil would bear*the stamp of 
their nature on llielr facet* ure not de¬ 
prived In their own estimation or lu 
Tfmt of the people at large. A casual 
murderer is not ashamed of himself 
nor abhorred by his neighbors, who 
welcome him hack amour; them If he 
escapes the gallows and is released 
after a term in Jail. Tho universal be¬ 
lief that all things nee decreed by fate 
accounts for this amazing state of 
feeling. Much more, then., are men re¬ 
garded with indifference /or even re¬ 
spect whose time honored; hereditary 
and natural profession is rdhbery with 
murder. 

- Bo the members of these dr^bes go in 
and out of the towns and villages with¬ 
out misgivings, and there in n»ot a sign 
In their faces or manner to ^indicate 
that their business Is robbery and mur¬ 
der. 

When a gang encamps {outside of a 
town the inhabitants feel* uncomforta¬ 
ble and take precautions, but cherish 
no Ill will against the strangers. And 
when robberies and murders occur al¬ 
most immediately within ai radius of 
twenty miles they take more preokU* 
tlons, but regard the whole* affair as a 
visitation of Providence,, like a flood or 
a fire. 

These habitual crimlnafls ‘are not de* 
praved In any sense understood by the 
people. They simply have the mis¬ 
fortune to belong to a trade’ which is 
unpleasant for the neighborhood—like 
a dyer's or a tanner's. 

They are well satisfied with them¬ 
selves and are as careful as other peo¬ 
ple of their respectability. Tb«v have 
no unusual vices; they do not get drunk 
or riotous; they are civil, courteous 
and unassuming. Cruelty and'ferocity 
are with them neither habits nor pleas¬ 
ures, but simply methods of business.

DANGER IN HIGH SPEEDS. 

The Force Developed by Swiftly 
Moving Automobile**. 

Danger to drivers of automobiles 
grows rapidly greater v;llb each new 
burst of speed. A correspondent of 
the Scientific American develops tho 
theme as follows: ’‘The danger In all 
cases Increases as the square of the 
speed. Take three machines of the 
same make, one golugt five miles an 
hour, one twenty milks an hour and 
one forty miles au hour. The second 
has stored up In it. du^ to its rapidity 
of motion, sixteen /times as much 
energy as the first, and if It leaves tho 
road and runs Into au obstacle, such 
as a tree, a stone wall or a ditch, it 
will strike with sixteen times as great 
force. In going around a curve or 
turning a corner It Is sixteen times as 
likely to upset, skid into the ditch or 
3 trip a tire. When the power Is shut 
off and the brakes applied it will go 
sixteen times as far before It can be 
brought to a stop. If it comes upon a 
pedestrian suddenly the latter will have 
to exert sixteen times as much energy 
to get out of the Way in time and if 
struck will be struck with sixteen times 
the force. The third machine will be 
sixty-four times as likely to get Into 
trouble In going around a curve as the 
first.

top of the Washington monument.” 


BUYING VOTES. 


When British Elector* Clot Golden 
New* From the Moon. 

Votes have been purchased shame¬ 
lessly and on u huge scale in British 
elections. An arrangement was once 
made in the borough of Wendover by 
which two candidates were to be elect¬ 
ed after a distribution of £0,000 ($30,- 
000) among the sVoters. The account 
reads: "This being Settled, a gentleman 
was employed to go 'down, when he 
was met according tb previous ap¬ 
pointment by the electors about a mile 
from the town. The electors asked 
the stranger where he came from. IIo 
replied, ‘From the moou.’ They then 
asked, ‘What news from the moon?' 
He answered that he had brought from 
thence £6,000 to be distributed among 
them. The electors, being thus satis¬ 
fied with the golden news from the 
moon, chose the candidates and receiv¬ 
ed their reward.” 

At Hlndon a man dressed fantastic¬ 
ally as the dancing Punch called at the 
houses of the voters and left behind 
him sums of 5 to 10 guineas ($23 
to $50). Another device was to collect 
the citizens at the inns and hand them 
their reward through a hole in the 
door. For these offenses the house of 
commons passed a resolution thatllin- 
don should be disfranchised, but so lax 
were the morals of the time—the close 
of the eighteenth century—that the res¬ 
olution was never acted upon. 

Again in 1859 the “man in the moon” 
turned up In Wakefield. He went 
about openly distributing money and 
did not appear to be in the least 
ashamed of his occupation. At Dub¬ 
lin In 1868 a hole In the wall served 
the purpose of a distributing center for 
five pound notes, while at Shaftes¬ 
bury an alderman paid through a hole 
In the door of his office a sum of 20 
guineas ($100) to each elector.

In 1686 there was a settlement at 
the foot of a little hill on Manhattan 
Island .which the /settlers called Slang 
Berge, or Snake. Hill, but which Is 
now called Mount Morris. As the set¬ 
tlement grew each Dutchman who liv¬ 
ed there wanted to name It after his 
native town.

Perhaps one oyster In a hun¬ 
dred contains a pearl,-and not more 
than one pearl in a jmndred, he it 
known, lias a value of importance. 
Nature furnishes the sen, pearling 
banks, oysters and all therein contain¬ 
ed. The Ceylon administration con¬ 
ducts the undertakinfr^lnd for Its troiv 
lilp and trifling outlay'exacts a "rake- 
off” of two-thirds of ajll that may be 
won from the deep. And mere man. 
j he brown or black diver, receives for 
/his during nnd enterprise one oyster 
in every three that he brings from the 
ocean's depths, and hi* earnings must 
\bo shared with boat owjnor, sailors, at¬ 
tendants and assistants;almost without 
number. 

For size of "rake-off” there Is no 
gnVpo of hazard in lliei world offering 
a parallel. The Ceylon government 
used to exact three ou|t of every four 
oysters brought in. the current tribute 
of two out of three bailing hecVmo op¬ 
erative only a few yon|rs since.—Fred¬ 
eric C. Pcnfield in Centiiry.

UNDERLYING CONCEPTIONS. ..

Whatever leads a man into larger 
life, whatever widens the circle of his 
sympathies, his service, his knowledge, 
or enriches his mind and mokes him 
worth more to the world, is truly religi¬ 
ous.

The lord of 
life did not set in man the law of 
growth into larger life with the inten¬ 
tion of finding pleasure only in mock¬ 
ing and obstructing it. If man be in his 
likeness, who shall set the limits of his 
life? Into the glory from whence he 
came he must return.

You cannot picture a post save like the 
present, or imagine a future differing 
from to-day. The veldt is, and it looks 
as if it will always be as it Is. The 
slender thread of steel which crosses its 
illimitable space, the little towns set 
down at sucti great distances from one 
another, play no part In the scene. 
They are there, it is true; but they look 
fortuitous, out of place. Trains clang 
across the Karoo, and pant up the hill¬ 
sides from Natal; but the veldt ignores 
them; it does not adapt itself to them. 
The slow-moving ox-wagon alone fills 
In the picture; the mail-train, with its 
searchlight piercing the darkness and 
peace of the night, is, and always will 
be, a thing apart. It always seems to 
me that there is something curious, aU 
most uncanny, about the great spaces 
of Southern Africa—something you do 
not find in other great lands. The haste 
of modern life clashes with the spirit of 
the veldt. There is a silent protest 
against the intruder. The country calls 
disease and drought to its aid to pre¬ 
vent its freedom being shackled by the 
bonds of civilization and the handcuffs 
of progress. 

FASCINATING SCENES. 

The space destroys speed. As you 
hurry northward or eastward from Lon¬ 
don in a mile a minute express the close 
set villages fly past, increasing the im¬ 
pression of haste; but let the same en¬ 
gine pull the train northward from the 
Cape into the heart of Africa and its 
speed will seem to slacken. Steam can¬ 
not eat up the distances of such a con¬ 
tinent, and there are no contrasts, no 
near landmarks, by which to measure 
the onward rush. 

Yet such a journey, monotonous as It 
is. brings scenes which give it a fascina¬ 
tion all its own. No one can puint in 
words or on canvas the beauty of a 
South African morning just after sun¬ 
rise. Your carriage stands still at some 
way side station, with its solitary one- 
storey house and inevitable dwarfed 
tree. Away, as far as the eye can see. 
stretches the thin grassland. The land¬ 
scape holds nothing to attract save its 
space; but the sunshine is something 
England never knows, the air is like a 
draught of champagne, the marvellous 
clearness and freshness—which no 
oilier land can equal—give new life. No 
breeze yet swirls the dust across the 
plain. All the world is still, as though 
lost in silent worship of the loveliness of 
the moment. 
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SELECTED RECIPES. 


Stewed dates should be prepared 
thus:—Select the cheaper fruit, place* if 
in a jar, add a little water, a few stripe 
of orange and lemon rind, but no sugar! 
Place the jar, closely covered, in a slow 
oven and cook for two hours. 

Hasty Soup—Dissolve a packet of 
concentrated soup in water, season it to 
taste, and add a few drops of vinegar. 
Just before serving add some finely 
chopped parsley, which makes a pretty 
garnish and improves the flavor. 

Apple Dumplings.—One quart of flour, 
two tablespoonfuls of butter (or half lard 
and half butter), one and a halt tee- 
spoonfuls of buking powder, one-half 
(easpoonful of salt, two cups of milk. 
Make a dough, cover apples which have 
been pared and cored, and pinch to¬ 
gether the dough ends. Boll hard for 
an hour. 

Molasses Candy.—One cup of molas¬ 
ses, two cups of sugar, one tablespoon 
vinegar, a little butter and vanilla; boil 
ten minutes and allow it to cool enough 
for pulling*. * t 

Kisses.—One cup of sugar, one egg, 
one-half cup of butter, one-half cup of 
giilk, one teaspoonlul cream tartar, one- 
haJf teaspoonful of soda, flour enough 
to make a stiff dough, drop on tins and 
sprinkle with pulverized sugar. Bake in 
a quick oven. 

Butter Scotch. — Melt together two 
tablespoons of sugor, three of molasses, 
one of butter, one of water, pour Into a 
buttered dish, and set away to cool. 

Salted Almonds.—Shell the necessary 
quantity, pour boiling water over them, 
and remove the skins. For each cup of 
the Qlinonds add one tablespoonful 
choice olive oil. Mix well and allow 
them to soak for an hour. Sprinkle 
with fine salt, a tablespoonful to each 
cup. Bake until brown in a slow oven, 
occasionally shaking the pans. 

Macaroons.—Three-quarters cup but¬ 
ter, one pound white sugar, three eggs, 
two teaspoons bitter almonds, two tear 
spoons baking powder, two tablespoons 
miik, two cups Hour, make in balls. 

1 Cookies.—Three-quarters pound sugar, 
one-half pound butter, one and one-quar¬ 
ter pounds flour, three eggs, little salt. 
Roll out'thin and cut into “small cukes. 

Ginger Bread.—One cup syrup ,, one- 
half cup each butter and butlermilk* one 
egg, two teaspoons baking soda, one 
teaspoon ginger, and Hour. 

Barley Soup.—Boil in water for, half 
an hour a pound of pearl barley. Place 
this barley in two quarts of chicken, 
beef, or mutton broth. Add some ; car¬ 
rot, turnip, and other vegetables, and 
bail gently for two hours. Season with 
salt and pepper, and when you serve 
add a lew green peas or a little celery. 

Beef Broth.—'Take four pounds of 
meat not too fat, four whole medium¬ 
sized onions, five small carrots, and 
cover this with cold water. When all 
comes to a boil, boil slowly and skim. 
Set back on the stove to simmer all day, 
add salt and pepper, also strips of 
green pepper, set in a cool place over 
night. Next day skim all the grease off. 
Remove the beef and vegetables, save 
the carrot. Strain the soup, then sim-j 
mer until well heated. Add to this boiled 
rice. It is improved by adding chopped 
parsley, and allowing it to remain until i 
the flavor is extracted. 

Coffee Buns.—One yeast cake dis¬ 
solved in one-quarter cup of lukewarm 
water. Add to one cup of scalded milk.; 
Add IX cups of Hour. Beat well and let 
rise. When light add one-quarter cup 
of sugar, one teaspoonful salt, one egg, 
a little mace, one-quarter cup melted 
butter and enough more flour to knead. 
Knead well, let rise and roll in a long 
strip one-quarter inch thick. Spread 
with melted butter, sift cinnamon and 
sugar over it and roll up.like a jelly- 
roll. Cut in one-inch pieces and place 
close together in cans. Bake one-half 
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who follows in his steps. The topic be¬ 
comes essentially the path of life or 
character perfected through suffering. 

1. Principles of service. In the first 
three lessons there are luid down cer¬ 
tain principles of service which pertain 
to perfection of character. The two 
great commandments of love to God and 
love to man Indicate the limits 6f the 
pathway along which human character 
must progress towards Its ideal, but for 
the perfection of character it ,is also 
necessary that there should be watch¬ 
fulness and faithfulness.

2. Personal experience. Three lessons 
follow which are peculiarly personal 
with respect to tile life of Jesus : the 
anointing at Bethany, the Lord's Sup¬ 
per and Jesus in Gethsemane. These 
lessons are illustrative of the intimate 
personal experiences which each indivi¬ 
dual has in the realm of ills dwn con¬ 
sciousness, and which pertain to the 
development of his own clmructer. In 
the anointing there Ls offered to the 
Master the personal consolation of aj>- 
preciutive sympathy. 4 ’I his is one of the 
deepest needs of human nature. Even 
to be misunderstood and tu be despised 
and rejected of men can be borne when 
strengthened by such consolation. The 
alabaster box of ointment stands oppo¬ 
site the cross and the tomb. The sepa¬ 
ration from friends is. too, a part of 
life’s destiny. The lesson of the Lord's 
Supper ls deeply symbolical of that love 
which gives its powers to service, per¬ 
mits Its blood to be shed uml body to 
be broken in the completeness of its 
minislrulion. This, after all, thpugh a 
memorial, Ls the symbol of perfection of 
service. Only the one who is capable of 
yielding all vital powers to the service 
of his fellows walks truly in the puth of 
life. The third lesson is peculiarly the 
deep experience of the individual who 
at some time must face alone and un¬ 
aided the problem of existence. In it is 
represented all the suffering dependent 
upon the doubt, uncertainty and fear 
which gathers about the portals of the 
grave. The path of life and of the per¬ 
fection of character leads fur every per¬ 
son through the valley of submission. 
Its course is determined by the great 
vital principles which control existence 
•and at some point it must reach its 
“Garden of Gethsem ine." 

3. Great questions. The three lessons 
with respect to the trial uml execution 
of Jesus are deeply emblematic of the 
progress of life. Every one is on trial 
in this world with respect to who he is 
and what he has done, and the answer 
to those questions points to the path of 
destiny. Ttu.se were the questions 
raised concerning Jesus. Before Caiu- 
jihi.s was asked the question. Who was 
he? and before Pilate, What 1ms ho 
d.'.ne? These also are vital questions 
with respect tc every man. 'Hu* first is. 
What is his relation to the divine? Is 
h.‘ an immortal soul, un undying spirit, 
a son of God ? The second question 
with respect to human uction is practi¬ 
cal. liumun character depends upon 
doing, and ils perfection turns upon the 
question of right or wrong. It stands 
related to Jesus who is the supreme ex¬ 
ample of human conduct. .Subjection lo 
his spirit is the final tost of character, 
uiul obedience to his leaching and ex¬ 
ample is the credential of the soul. 
Over the way of life which leads to 
perfection of character he reigns as 
King. 

The lesson of the crucifixion is the 
lesson of destiny. It is the great sym¬ 
bol of the final experience of humanity. 
Life ever is to be born, to have angels 
with heavenly promise hove/ over its 
cradle, to be waited upon by kings in 
sffiuncy. to be subject to the conditions 
■Ai , childhood and youth, to hear the 
“voice crying in the wilderness,” to 
yield obedience to life's mission, to fust 
In a wilderness, to light temptation, to 
go forth and share the common lot, to 
endure the common burdens, to achieve 
transfiguration, end wait in Gethse- 
mune. to find its Culvary and its cross; 
yet with ull this it is lo retain unfulling 
love to man and unshaken trust in God. 
end submissive to return the dust “to 
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a Newspaper. 

Mall advices from Dawson City, giv¬ 
ing an interesting account of life and 
(he cost of living in that far northern 
city, say:—“From a summer Indian fish¬ 
ing camp Dawson City has grown into a 
thriving town with a population cf 
more than eight thousund in hot wea¬ 
ther, with warehouses, churches, banks, 
tiectric lights, wholesale und retail 
stores and two up-to-date newspapers, 
which .sell for Iwenly-llve cents a copy. 
The dwellings are either frame or of 
logs. 

“Many of the log cabins were built 
in 18G7 und 189$, when carpenters we ho 
paid $20 a day. *the average size of a 
log cobin is 16x14, and, while they are 
comfortable, but little provision is made 
for light, the windows being exception¬ 
ally small.

“Reading matter, is on a par with 
everything else In price. Ten cent mag¬ 
azines sell for twenty-five cents to fifty 
c^nls. The twenty-five cent variety cost 
the render double in summer and four 
t rne^ their price in winter. Cost cf 
transportation is the cause of high 
prices. 

‘Cooks receive as high as $100 a month 
wilh boord and room. A woman who 
c-.mes in to prepare dinner and sets (lie 
house in order receives $35 or $40 a 
month, while the ordinary scrub woman 
commands 33 a day.

The 
impression it leaves is simply one of in¬ 
significance. No ordinary town could 
look Imposing upon such a plain. 

H1VELIKE KRAAL. 

All day Ihe train toils onward, grow¬ 
ing weary at times, as though dis¬ 
heartened at the miles which still 
stretch ahead. A few herds of goals or 
cuttle; a shy figure in the distance,

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TO AVOID PREMATURE BURIAL. 

Precautions n( Weimar—English Society 
Takes Up Matter. 

In England there is a society whose 
object is to awaken public opinion on 
the sub!/;ct of premature burial and lo 
work for the passage of laws which will 
make premature burial impossible. 

Statistics have been prepared to show 
that in Europe out of every 500 supposed 
deaths one person is resusitoted. Al¬ 
lhough members of the medical profess 
sion refuse to lake any interest in the 
matter it Is probably true, says Suggest, 
tion, that many persons arc buried 
while in a slate of suspended anima¬ 
tion. 

It is stated that in the cemetery just 
outside the town of Weimar there is a 
special provision made ugainst the dan¬ 
ger of pnemulure burial from suspended 
animation. No bodies are placed in the 
ground until they have spent a con¬ 
siderable time in a receiving vault. 

In the lingers of the corpse are placed 
strings which communicate with on 
alarm. The least movement will ring a 
bell in an adjoining chamber, where a 
guardian is always on the watch. 

In several instances by ttiis timely 
alarm persons prematurely buried' have 
been rescued. It Ls said that the pro- 
vision arose from the tradition that one 
of the princes of Saxc-Weiiflar, this be¬ 
ing Weir family burying place* was 
buried alive here.-

Strain, wash the ends of tjio 
oranges und all the solid pulp and the 
seeds, lo save the jelly that tails to pass 
through the strainer, end add to the 
mixture next day. Considerable jelly 
clings to all the solid parts, und the 
water that washes It off, added to the 
mixture, makes that much more mar¬ 
malade. Add 1 pound sugar to each 
pint of the orange, cook moderately 
slow and slir frequently until the mar¬ 
malade is thick und done. No flavoring 
is required. Orange mnrmarlude should 
be a deep, reddish yellow when done. 
This is simply delicious.

Corks th::l are Too Large for Bottles. 
—Soak L*. in in boiling water, when they 
will become soft and easy to put into 
bottles. 

When making cof/ce in a jug, place 
the ground coffee in a muslin bag, heat 
Jhe jug, und pour perfectly bailing water 
on it. 

When clearing away dinner, any 
soups or gravies left over should be put 
away in clean basins or pans, and in 
warm weather boil them up before put- 
ing away. 

On Soup Making.—The object .of this 
form of cookery is to extract by gentle 
slewing nil the goodness of the viands 
from which it is made, be it meat, 
poultry, or vegetables. 

Pour scalding wutcr over apples and 
then the skins c^n easily be removed, 
and much labor saved. This hint is es¬ 
pecially useful for fruit to be used in a 
tart. 

Never consider the dinner prepared 
till all dishes, plates, and tureens are 
put on the rack to heat. Never pluce 
crockery in the oven to worm, for it is 
apt to smell nasty, besides being made 
brittle. 

To boil vegetables well, place them in 
fast-boiling water, bring quickly to the 
boiling point again, not allowing them 
lo steep in the hot water before boiling, 
which toughens them and destroys both 
flavor and color. 

Kerosene will remove rust and fruit 
stains from almost every kind of goods 
without Injuring ttie fabric. Wash the 
soiled parts in kerosene as you would 
in water. This must be done before the 
spots are wetted yilh water, to be effec¬ 
tual. 

Tie your shoestrings in this way and 
you will not find that they come unfas¬ 
tened: Proceed exactly as if you were 
going lo Ik? un ordinary bow; but before 
drawing n up pass the right-hand loop 
through the knot, then give a steady 
pull to both loops and the string will be 
fastened securely. This cun be easily 
untied by pulling the right-hand string. 

Slightly tainted meat and poultry 
should be washed in vinegar and boiled 
with a piece of chorcoal lied in muslin 
in the water. This water should be 
poured off when the water is half 
cooked and fresh waler substituted. 

To keep fish fresh for some time— 
this recipe was sent to, me from the 
West, where I am told it is used by the 
fishermen—-. Well clean and scrape the 
fish, then salt, particularly the inside, 
and hang head downwards on a line, 
exposed to the air, to dry.

' The Queen-Regent of Spain is one of

She immediately 
stopped her carriage and asked to be 
permitted to make an ascent.

A strange mystery of lost money is 
reported from Halifax, Eng., where tons 
of copper coins to the value of £1,200 
are missing. It ought to be in a great 
safe at the Town Hall, but it is not 
there, and the corporation is bestirring 
itself with great energy to account for 
the disappearance. 

The leakage—if that is what the 
trouble is—may have begun as long as 
seven years ago. At that time the local 
tramways system started its operation. 
From the beginning it has been the cus¬ 
tom of the tramway ofllciuls to take 
copper in quantities of a Ion or more to 
the central office with a statement of its 
value. No count was made to verify the 
various statements, and the money was 
deposited in the Town Halil strong room. 

SELLING MONEY. 

The copper accumulated. It assumed 
such proportions that corporation offi¬ 
cials were reminded of their accumulat¬ 
ing wealth, and they began lo fear that 
the coin would take complete possession 
of the municipal buildings. 

It was decided that the money should 
be put in circulation again, and to this 
end the corporation advertised copper 
for sale in five-shilling parcels. 

Cheques began to arrive by the first 
post after the advertisement appeared, 
but the corporation was not satisfied. 
It wanted cosh for its accumulation of 
money. 

One fine day it struck the authorities 
'that these tons of copper ought to be 
counted, and a special staff was as¬ 
signed to this task. Shilling after shil¬ 
ling was counted, day after day the 
work progressed, and yet many days 
passed before an appreciable difference 
was made in the bulk to be dealt with 

THREE TONS MISSING. 

But the task was finished at-last, and 
then it was found that a matter of near¬ 
ly three tons of the coins were missing. 

The municipal premises were searched 
high and low, every nook and cranny 
was examined, but to no purpose. Not 
so much as one stray halfpenny was 
discovered. Of course the tramway offi¬ 
cials were notified, but they could give 
nc suggestion of a solution to the mys¬ 
tery. 

Some persons are inclined to laugh at 
the matter, and there are plenty of pur¬ 
chasers for picture postcards represent¬ 
ing worried councillors hunting for lost 
pennies. . 

The councillors, properly enough, 
take the situation seriously, and a spe¬ 
cial accountant lias been appointed to 
investigate the mystery. Meantime the 
ratepayers are thinking, and waiting 
developments.

PRINCE RUPERT, THE O. T. M 
WESTERN TERMINUS. 

Harbor Commodious and Sato and tba 
Surrounding Terri tor. 
Productive. 

Tho new city which the Grand Trunk 
PaclUc Railway Company propoaes **- 
tabliahlng at its western terminus on 
Kulen island is already taking altape. 
The city has bean named Prince Rupert, 
alter the cousin ol King Charles II. - I 
England, who was flrst Governor ol the 
Hudson's Buy Company. 

A trip lo Prince Huperl Alls the vlsl= 
lor with the enthusiasm and optimism 
which the head officials ol (lie road are 
displaying. Imagine a wide channel 
l ading into a land-lock harbor a mile 
ill width, whose waters extend lar in¬ 
land beyond the expansive basin which 
forms the harbor Itsell, and some Idea 
can be formed ol the great port .which, 
it may be said without exaggeration, will 
bo capable ol accommodating all the 
Heels ol the PactAo. The spacious her. 
tor of Vancouver Is frequently referred 
lo as one of the finest on the Pacffie 
coast, it might be lost in that of Prince 
Rupert. 

Fringing Ihe shores of this great bay, 
Kalen Island and Ihe adjacent mainland 
present a panorama of almost unbroken 
foreat. while Digby island stretches It. 
self across the entrance to the city to 
protect it from the swells of the Pacffie. 
Mountains towering two ^thousand feet 
above the water perform a similar office 
In shielding Ihe town from the winds 
blowing off land. The green mass if 
fir and cedar is scarred here and there 
by the location comps, of five Survey 
parlies, while a small wharf provides 
landing accommodation for Ihe coast, 
ing steamers. Apart from these all is as 
yet virgin wilderness. 

THE SITE IS PICTURESQUE. 

The land slopes back gently for dis. 
lances ranging from half a mile to two 
or three miles. Here and there the 
ground rises abruptly, providing the 
necessary fall for drainage and sewer, 
age, while a shore line five or six miles 
ii. extent sweeps around the front of the 
future city. The view from these ei». 
voted stations and from the beach is 
charming. On the opposite shore moun¬ 
tains slope down to the water. 

To the northwest, througii a channel 
studded with islands, is to be seen the 
famous Indian village of Mdtlukhatiu.

It is more than 
three thousand feet high. 

The railway men are proceeding up. 
on somewhat novel lines in founding the 
city. Before an acre of land Is put on 
the market the best expert advice is lo 
be obtained in planning the city on the 
most up-to-date lines. When the official 
parly of the railroad were last on the 
Coast they saw In Seattle houses, hotels 
and business blocks being torn down 
in order to permit of lowering the street 
grades and correcting other defects in 
the laying out of that city. This Is to 
be obviated In Prince Rupert, which is 
intended to be the city beautiful of the 
Coast. Five parties are now engaged n 
a careful topographical survey of Ihe 
whole townsile. When this is complete 
their plans will go belore a board c f 
engineers and landscape gardeners, and 
they will decide upon the best lines to 
adopt in building the city proper.

EXPERIENCES WITH LAMBS. 

It has been said that all great man 
had good mothers, writes J. T. Drake. 

It can he said with almost equal cer¬ 
tainty that all good lambs have good 
mothers. Whenever you see a good 
lamb you almost invariably find it fol¬ 
lowing a good mother. To have good 
mothers you must have good blood, 
good feed, shelter and wear. It is just 
as reasonable lo expect the cashier of 
ycur bunk lo honor your cheque, when 
you have not a dollar on deposit and 
no means of placing any there as to ex¬ 
pect a ewe to produce two good lamha, 
she being poor in the fail, with no shel¬ 
ter all winter bul Ihe windward side of 
the fence, fed on corn stalks and with 
uo water except as she melled snow to 
get it. 

I have a small form of 80 acres, ond 
afler keeping horses enough to do our 
work and driving, cows enough for milk 
and butter for the family, hogs enough 
for our meat and a few to sell, six or 
seven dozen chickens, there is not a 
great deal left. That little I devote to 
sheep. I keep from 35 to 50. grade 
Shropshire breeding ewes. In Ihe last 
six years, or since I had a good place 
to keep them, I have raised and mar¬ 
keted annually on an average 140 per 
cent, as many lambs as we had ewes. 

1 usually arrange to have our lambs 
put in ftn appearance about March 1. 
The ewes must be in good condition. 1 
would rather they were fat, for 1 do 
not think a ewe can be too fat if the 
fiesh has been put on accompanied with 
daily exercise. The good shepherd 
should provide warm quarters lor his 
sheep so that he can save young lambs 
when the mercury is below zero. 

When expecting lambs, my sheep 
barn is divided into five apartments. 1 
have always, at this season of the year, 
felt the need of small pens for my ewes 
and lambs so that I could give them per¬ 
sonal attention. As necessity is the 
mother of invention, I devised the fol¬ 
lowing plan: About four years ago I 
made 14 doors, 2% feet high and 5 feet 
long. I purchased 3% dozen hooks such 
as you buy to put on the inside of a 
i barn door. I stapled a hook ot the top 
1 and another at the bottom of the door, 
so that they would come near enough 
the ends to reach staples driven in the 
siding of the barn. I begun at the cor¬ 
ner of the barn and measured eoch way 
5 feet and drove in my staples at the 
top and at the botforu and hooked on 
my doors. I then fastened the doors to¬ 
gether in the same munner. This inode 
pen No. 1. I fastened one door of pen 
No. 2 to the barn 5 feet from pen No. 1 
and the other door of pen No. 2 to pen * 
No. 1. In this way 1 made the seven 
pens all in a row and could place a 
sheep in any one of them without 
molesting the others. 

As fust us my ewes became mothers I 
place them in these small pens so that 
I can give them personal attention until 
their lambs are known to be all right 
and doing well. They are then taken out 
and placed in an apartment for ewes and 
lambs. The question may arise in your 
minds, how 1 get a large Shropshire 
lamb in a small pen. I simply open the 
pen; then I go to her, take her lamb ori 
lambs in my arms, hold thereabout a s' 
high as she carries her head, which lw 
pretty high when I have her lambs, 
walk backward to the pen, place her 
lambs inside, step back. She goes in, 1 
close the door and all is wed. 

When the oldest lambs are two weeks 
old, I place in the centre of the barn 
what we call a creep, a place where the 
lambs can get and the ewes cannot. In 
this creep I place a trough with some 
corn meal in it. You who have never 
tried it will be surpr ised at how young 
an age lambs will eat grain. They will 
e.at shelled corn by the tune Huy are 
oire month onld. 1 give my ewes about 
aTl the grain they will eat during March 
ond April. About May 1 1 begin lo de-

SLANDER ON LONDON REFUTED. 

Not Always Foggy There—One Clear 
Day a Week on an Average. 

It is the conviction of many tourists 
in London tiiat there is fog in that 
metropolis 305 days in every year with 
the exception ol leap years, when there 
is fog on 360 days. 

This exaggerated notion of London 
fogs is quite refuted by an official pub¬ 
lication of the English Government, 
which gives a compilation of ttie wea¬ 
ther conditions taken twice a day and 
which shows, the following result for 
last year:

London had lost year 1,460 hours of 
sunshine out of 5.470 hours between the 
rising und the setting of the sun. In 
oilier words, about three-quarters of the 
time taken by observations was over¬ 
cast and the balunce was clear. 

In London foggy days are the rule 
and clcur days are the exception. It is 
of course not possible to figure many 
days as absolutely clear or wholly fog¬ 
gy, and as to these the expression is 
adopted of variable. 

London owes its fogs to a triple com¬ 
bination of circumstances—westerly or 
southwesterly winds 325 out of the 3G5 
days ofc. the year, salt marsMes through 
much of the territory over which the 
westerly or southwesterly winds blow 
and an almost universal use of soft coal. 
Last year there were more days of sun¬ 
light in London than Ihene had been on 
an average for twenty years before.

GREEN RONE FOR FOWLS. 

Animal food in one form or another 
is necessary for fowls. Practical ex¬ 
periments und observation both prove 
this to be true, writes Mr. J. B. Lisk. 
In summer bugs, worms, grasshoppers, 
etc., are devoured with relish, and it is 
during this time that the hen in her 
natural Mate lays ttie most of her eggs. 
Animal lood is natural food for her, 
|and if we insist upon her laying out of 
the natural breeding season, we must 
provide those elements thut go to form 
eggs; not merely grain, but animal food 
as well. In other words, if we wish 
eggs in fall and winter, we must sup¬ 
ply what is needed, and that in a pala- 
tuble form. It is not enough lo supply 
food merely to fill them up, ttiey must 
gel what is necessary to make eggs. 

We almost save u great many scraps 
when we butcher in the fall, and for 

years this_wus the only animal food 

provided/ . Thff*TesuIt from this was al¬ 
ways tjie 6ume: more eggs in January 
than Lh February, for, by the middle of, 
January the animal food had given out. 

Green cut bone is the best substitute 
for Insects, and if fed properly is a 
fair rival. An ounce a day to laying 
fowls Is a fair allowance when fed with 
a proper grain and vegetable ration. 
Green cut bone is the cheapest and best 
poultry food known i f fresh from the 
butcher und full of meat and gristle. 
Boiled or bleached bones or those from 
old or diseased anlmaLs should not be 
used. The cost of a mill for grinding the 
bones is not great if one has use fur it, 
and this Ls really the only expense, as 
in some localities green bones can be 
secured for little or nothing. Get mill 
large enough for all present and pos¬ 
sible future needs, and one that runs by 
power, If the farm is so supplied. U 
not, a hand cutter does nicely. Manu¬ 
facturers are now making bone colters 
that run either by hand or power. 

The saving in grain by ttie use of 
green cut bone soon pays for the ma¬ 
chine. Thus there is a suvuig of gruin 
and an increase in the number of eggs! 
laid, which means a double profit from 1 
the hens instead of on expense during 
cold weather. Beef scrap, bone meal 
and all other ground and dried animal 
food for sale are of great value and easy 
to feed, but ore expensive and may not 
always be pure goods. . Ttiey may be 
compared with fresh cut bone as dried 
beef is to tender, juicy beefsteak. The 
owner of a llock of hens would not be 
long in deciding which he would choose 
for Ills winter's supply of meat. 

There is no single thing of 6uch on 
aid lo secure a satisfactory egg yield In 
winter as green cut bone, und it is 
equally valuable in aiding hens through 
the moulting season and starting them 
loying again. It is also a great aid in 
bringing the pullets to maturity and 
making them good winter layers.

The trial of the directors of the City 
oi Glasgow' Bunk ranks is probably the 
most important which has ever taken 
place in Scotland, in modern times, it 
took place so long ago as January, 1879, 
but it muy not be altogether uninterest¬ 
ing to relute some of its sulient features, 
together with the causes that led up to 
the trial, at the present lime. 

FINANCIAL RECKLESSNESS. 

The magnitude jf the llnanciul crisis 
trough! about the collapse of the bank, 
the social standing of the directors to 
whose hands the management of it was 
entrusted, and who-so shamefully abus¬ 
ed the confidence reposed in them, the 
unparalleled disclosures of financi&i tur¬ 
pitude uni recklessness revealed in the 
report of the professional gentlemen 
who conducted the investigation of its 
affairs immediately ufter the stoppage, 
and the startling nature of the evidence 
adduced by the prosecution, all com¬ 
bined to invest this trial with an inter¬ 
est rarely, If ever., surpassed in tiie an¬ 
nals of criminal jurisprudence. 

UNSCRUPULOUS SPECULATORS. 

The evidence showed how h once 
Bound and prosperous banking concern 
was converted into a mere machine for 
the abstraction uf the hard-won savings 
of the smull and all-too-confiding in¬ 
vestor, only to throw them into the lap 
of wealthy and unscrupulous specula¬ 
tors, wh > disaiputed them in schemes 
of rdckloss folly and insensute gamb¬ 
ling. 

It ulso revealed the fact that the di¬ 
rectors while posing us pillars of com¬ 
mercial integrity, were in reality the 
rotten props of a worthless and decay¬ 
ing concern. 

HISTORY OF THE BANK. 

The City of Glasgow Rank commenced 
business m the year 1839, having its 
heud office in Glasgow, and numerous 
branches throughout the country, con¬ 
tinuing business until the end of the yeur 
lb54, when it suspended payment. 

The bunk was, however, immediately 
resuscialed, and continued its operations 
until it flpally ceased to do business, 
and closed its doors on 2nd October. 
1878. * 

There were in all 1,249 partners con¬ 
nected with it. and the paid-up eapitul 
amounted to 83,000,000. 

At the beginning of 1878, the year . f 
the smash, the reserve fund was stated 
at 82,250,000, the dividends and surplus 
profits in hand at 8742,505, the deposits 
at $41,913,560, and the “circulation, ac¬ 
ceptances, etc.,” at 810,571,145. 

Nolrivvithstandlng its apparent pros¬ 
perity, the bank had, however, begun lo 
experience some difficulty in currying 
qn its business, and for several weeks 
before the crash came sluster rumors 
had been •noting uround in bank cir¬ 
cles .e likelihood of a calamity. 

GAVE RISKY CREDIT. 

It was said that the directors had 
been lending countenance to unsound 
speculations, and had been giving risky 
credit, uhd that in consequence the in¬ 
fluential position of the hank il.-elf hud 
been jeopardized. 

Against this suspicion there was the 
fact thut the bank slock was keeping 
lt> place well alongside its neighbors. 

The sloppuge of Hie bank, therefore, 
came as u surprise lo the general pub¬ 
lic, but although It was thought lhat tho 

f iOmpUcaliuii.s of the bunk would prove 
tdol to tlie 'concern itself, no fear ex¬ 
isted as to the depositors not being Lil¬ 
ly provided for. 

HAD CONFIDENCE IN SYSTEM. 

No better testimony of the public con¬ 
fidence in the Scottish bunking system 


whatever the details', the directors must 
have known they could not possibly be 
accurate, then they were guilty of al¬ 
lowing a false representation of affairs 
to pass. 

VERDICT OF GUILTY. 

At the conclusion of the masterly 
summing up by the Lord Justice the 
jury retired, and, after an absence of 
two hours, returned Into court with a 
veifdlict of “Guilty” against tt£ man¬ 
ager of the bank, Robert Stronach, and 
one of the directors, Lewis Potter, At 
falsifying and fabricating the balance 
sheets; also the same verdict against 
the other directors, Robert Salinohd. 
John I. Wright, William Taylor, Chas. 
Leresche, John Stewart and Henry In- 
glis, of publishing them, knowing them 
to be folse. 

“DID IT FOR .BANK," NO EXCUSE.. 

The judge in passing sentence said 
that although these acts did not neces¬ 
sarily involve, and probably were not 
actuated by uny design, or desire, of 
personal advantage, but were 'commit¬ 
ted as they thought for the benefit of 
the bank, they were not removed from 
the category of crime by any means. 

However, the fact that they had not 
been actuated by motives of personal 
gain would weigh with him in the sen¬ 
tence he was about to Inflict. 

18 MONTHS JAIL. 

Putter^ and Stronach would bo im¬ 
prisoned for 1b calendar months; and 
in the case of the remaining directors, 
between whom bud the other prisoners 
a great distinction might be drawn, in 
consideration of the fuct thut they had 
■been in jail fur nearly four months, 
awaiting trial, he \yould order that they 
be further imprisoned for eight calen¬ 
dar months. 

This brought to a close one of the 
most sensutionul bunk triuls ever re¬ 
corded.

That there are any human beings up¬ 
on the earth is quite a marvel, when 
Wat think of ull the ways in which nu- 
tuie has always tried to destroy them.

FAMINE TERRORS. 

In Hie early ages famine prevailed in 
Buiue port of the world every yeur. Pro¬ 
bably. most of tho people were uiwuys 
Hour starvation. As curly as 310 A. D., 
we have record of a- famine which killed 
40,000 out of the small population of 
England. The whole world was in a 
slab* of starvation in the year 897, und 
millions must have perished. Half the 
population of Germany was carried off 
by funi'iie in 1125. In those times it 
was the custom, when scarcity of food 
occurred, lo drife all needy people out 
of the city gates and let them perish. 

CHINA THE WORST SUFFERER. 

The last serious famine in England 
occurred in 1321, so thut this land, which 
has now to import over half its food 
was the first to escape from the grip of 
starvation. In Ireland, however, two 
famines in the nineteenth century car- 
red off 1,746,000 people between them. 

Populous India and China, of course, 
are the grout lands of hunger. Here 
are a few of their famine afflictions:

Borne. 

Situated In one of the bealthleet part* 
of London, England, at 7 Pembrldge 
Square, la a hotel exclusively for babies. 
It is known as the Norland Nurseries, 
and besides affording excellfcnt accom¬ 
modation for its Uny visitors, serves as 
a final test of ability for the nurses of 
the Norland InsUtute before taking up 
private work. 

WHO’ARE ITS PATRONS. 

The hotel is intended for little chil¬ 
dren from one month old up lo eleven 
or eight years of age, and is especially 
patronized by Indian officers and others 
on foreign sendees, widowers, widows, 
members of tho theatrical profession, 
and other parents desiring a temporary, 
safe und happy home during their en¬ 
forced absence. One little, visitor lately 
arrived all the way from America. 

THE SUITES OF ROOMS. 

The nurseries are beautifully arranged 
In six suitfes, eacn having a day and 
night nursery. The rooms are large, 
airy und cheerfully decorated, and each 
has a pretty name, such as Forget-me- 
not Daisy, Speedwell. Peace and Joy. 
Each little resident has tlife individual 
attention of an efficient nurse, while a 
fully-trained nurse of long experience 
superintends the health of all infants 
und children, in ail the rooms the fur- 
nituifc is of diminutive proportions— 
tables, chairs, washstands, jugs, etc., all 
exactly 

FIT THE SMALL VISITOR* 

for whose use und convenience they are 
designed. During the season the hotel 
presents a most engaging and no.cl 
sight. Tiny tots preparing to takle u 
morning ride in their mail car or per¬ 
ambulator. others enjoying a nap, while 
in the pluy-rooms others are occupied 
with their toys. The coach-house is ex¬ 
cellently arranged for the reception of 
visitors’ mull carts und carriages, which 
can be at the door in readiness to con¬ 
vey “his Majesty' to Kensington Gar¬ 
dens, or elsewhere at a minute's notice. 

Parents of infants under three months 
old pay two guineas a week. Oldfer 
children pay from thirty shillings to 
two guineas a week, or from £50 to £80 
u yeur. These charges are inclusive, but 
d) not, of course, embrace a doctor's 
and dentist's fees, which are extra. Tlife 
very smull infants arc kept quite apart 
from the older children.

Besides the suites al¬ 
ready mentioned, the hotel contains four 
special rooms set apart for infants under 
four, live and six months of age; also 
for a child of exceptional delicacy, or 
for any small operations which may be 
necessary. 

AN UNIQUE FEATURE. 

An unique and charming feature of 
this babies’ hotel is that its inmates are 
privileged as soon as the hot weather 
sets in to repair to the seaside, exchang¬ 
ing the more modi fifed pleasures of the 
London squares and parks for the bliss 
of donkey-rides und gpat chaises, und 
wielding spade and pail, for the Norlund 
Nursery hus a beautifully situuled cot¬ 
tage ut Bugnor. in Sussex, where, for the 
single extra charge of travelling ex¬ 
penses its little visitors may repair.

TARTARS SUFFERING EQUALLY 

WITH RUSSIANS. 

\ 'f 

Agent* Confirm Stories That Girls Are 
Sold Into Slavery for Food 
Money. 

The newspapers of St. Petersburg are 
publishir'j terrible accounts of tlje fa¬ 
mine in the Volga governments, in seven 
of which millions of people &>e said to 
be dying of starvation. The Tartars are 
said to be suffering equally with the 
Russiun*. 

Princes G. E. Lvoff and Orbeliani, 
who have just returned to St. Peters¬ 
burg from the famine-stricken districts, 
have furnished the following picture of 
tlie conditions in the famine provinces: 

The cT)ps in seven provinces were 
practically totul failures. In twenty-one 
provinces the harvests were very poor. 
About twenty million people will need 
assistance for from four to tten months 
to stay off starvation until the new 
crops ure available. In some regions 
the inhabitants have been suffering from 
starvation for ten years, passable crops 
having been gathered in 

ONLY TWO OF THE TEN YEARS. 

Prince Lvoff believes the Government 
estimate of 850.tXW.000 for famine re¬ 
lief is inadequate. The Moscow Zemstvo 
relief organization calculates that $75,- 
000,000 and possibly more will be neces* 
sary. 

Though the conditions in the famine 
regions are now most distressing, the 
real horrors will begin in January. The 
'Zemstvo organization funds, 8300,000, 
will then be exhausted, and tlie relief 
committees will be compelled lo cease 
their efforts to save the lives of tlte 
slurving peasants. 

On the strength of his personal know¬ 
ledge, Prince Lvoff reaffirmed the truth 
of the report, lately officially denied, that 
girls in Kazan Province had Been sold 
into slavery und taken to Mohommedan 
harems in the Caucasus. 

At the headquarters of the Free Eco¬ 
nomical Society, which is also conduct¬ 
ing famine relief, official statistics show 
that the yields of rye, wheat and barley 
in Samara Province were only 25 per 
cent.; in Simhursk s 20; in Kuzun, 32; In 
Saratov, 35, and in Penza 40 per cent, of 
the normal yield. 

ON THE PEASANT ALLOTMENTS 
the crops were much smaller, but the 
average yield was maintained on a few 
of the large estates employing improved 
methods of cultivation. No rye at all lias 
been collected in half of tlie counties of 
Samara Province. 

Both Prince Lvoff and the Free Econo¬ 
mical Society question tlie ifeliability of 
the official figures, on tlie ground thut. 
according to private information, the 
local officials are alleged to be endea¬ 
voring to conceal the real situation, and 
ure prohibiting the collection of inde¬ 
pendent statistics. The Prince uiso 
questioned the official figures showing 
that over 25,000,000 bushels of grain had 
been supplied to famine districts. He 
said it was possible the grain may havfe 
arrived at the provincial railroad cen¬ 
tres, but it hus nut yet been distributed 
in tiie famine-stricken localities.

SENDING LETTERS AT A SPEED OP 
**• MILES AN BOl'R. 

Prole*tor Andersen Has Succeeded. In 
Building a Train Which W1U 
Make This Speed. 

Professor Andersen, u Danish scien¬ 
tist, by a system of magnets, hus suc¬ 
ceeded 1 in building u iraist capable of 
reaching a speed of 250 miles an hour. 
Dr. Andersen some time ago explained 
to the present writer the means he em¬ 
ploys to gain this tremendous momen¬ 
tum, and a brief explanation of tils me¬ 
thods may not be without Interest. By 
employing a series of the most powerful 
magnets a train can Jje so lightened that 
it will slip along the rails quite easily.. 

If a train weighs 100 tons the magnets 
employed in Professor Andersens sys¬ 
tem might be so constructed as to have 
a lifting capacity of, say, ninety-eight 
tons. Bytgiis means the weight of motor 
and cars would be reduced to two tons— 
a mere nothing when attached to a 
powerful engine. Or, again, the lifting 
capacity of the magnets might be mode 
but a few pounds less than (lie Weight 
of the train, und then cars and motor 
would lly along'with their wheels hardly 
touching the rails. 

Dr. Andersen first Intended that his 
“niugnelic train” should be for passen¬ 
ger service, but when he realized that, 
however safe it might be to travel 250 
miles an hour, few people would be 
willing to undertake the experiment, he 
decided to perfect his system in the in¬ 
terest of the mail service. He is still 
busy on his Invention, und, us he hus

PERFECTED HIS SCHEME. 

But of all methods invented for the 
purpose of increasing the speed of our 
mail service, not one has created so 
much sensation as that by Signor Pis- 
cicelli. u scientist of Rome, which is at 
present undergoing severe tests by the 
Italian Government. By means of Sig¬ 
nor Pisclcelli’s invention letters and 
parcels may be transmitted ut u speed 
of 250 miles (in hour with u minimum 
nmeunt of risk. Moreover the cost of 
transmission is considerably less, und 
1 U adoption would be the means of an 
annual saving of many hundreds of 
millions of dollars to the Government. 

By Signor Pisclcelli’s invention— 

iiicii lie culls “An Aerial System for 
Ci.rrying the Mails'’—wires are strung 
from pole to pole ut a height of ut leusl 
45ft., and more if desired. The boxes 
for holding both letters and parcels are 
furnished with wheels which run along 
tho wires at uny speed deshvd. These 
boxes ure built of aluminium und arc 
extremely light, though os strong us if 
built of steel. Each is made to carry a 
weight of 001 b.. and before being’ dis¬ 
patched it is sealed with the Govern¬ 
ment's seal, the same us in the case of 
ordinary mail-bags. The posts support¬ 
ing the wires are placed at u distuyied 
of 30ult., and each post carries two 'sets 
of wires, so that the boxes muy proceed 
In either direction

EARTH’S WORST PRISONS 

AND THE BEST MANAGED CONVICT 
ISLAND IN TOE WORLD. 

At the French Penal Settlements the 
Convicts Stroll About , 
Unshackled. 

Down In the southwestern corner cf 
the Australian continent, near tlie pretty 
town of Fremantle, stands grim and 
solitary an^enorinous gr/inile prison. 
Once it held no fewer than ,28,000 pris¬ 
oners, but now It is, we believe, quite 
empty. It is the lust of tne great Au¬ 
stralian convict establishments, und al¬ 
though transportation was abolished by 
act of parliament forty years ago, yet 
the life convicts of Freemuntle remain- 
ec on until they died or were set free. 
So lately as 1885 there were still some 
four hundred veteruns In the piuce, 

France, Spain, Portugul, Russiu und 
Turkey ure lo-day the only Kuropeun 
countries which transport their crJiut 
inuls, and there are signs that this form 
of punishment will not be continued 
very much longer by civilized nations, 
Ru-sia has already diminished Ihe num¬ 
ber of offences for which Siberia is the 
penally. 

LEAD PIPE CINCH. 

France has two penul aettlemfcnts, 
me the island of New Caledonia, which 
lies northeast of Australia, ihe oilier in 
French Guiana. Caledonia, or lie Nou, 
has often been described us a sort if 
inferno. As a multer of fact, it is the 
be^t managed convict island in the 
world. The climate is not bud, and llje 
convicts cun gain, by good conduct, 
pleasures and privileges unheurd of in 
British prisons. 

Convicts form Ihe working classes i f 
Ihe Islands. They stroll about unshack¬ 
led Q nd unguarded. They can smoke 
cigarettes und buy u little wine. Tho 
better class act us barbers, waiters, en¬ 
gineers und stokers, and cun turn about 
live pence u day. 

Ihe birch and the cut-o'nine-tnils ure 
unknown in Ihe island, the punishment 
being the “cachol” or black cell. A few 
hours or days in this living tomb is 
usuully enough for uny of them, how¬ 
ever refractory. They come out like 
lambs. Bud as is the lash, it is nothing 
compared with a sentence of five years 
in Ihe carhot, with only one hour c.f 
light in each thirty days! 

TERRORS OF CAYENNE. 

Cayenne is very different. The cli¬ 
mate is about as bad us can be. The 
work is principally masonry and clear¬ 
ing land. In ease of mutiny hoses are 
ready charged with sculding wuler. The 
leusl infringement of tin* rigid discipline 
ri visited with cruel punishments. One 
of Ihe commonest is to reduce a man 
tc one meal a day. and (hat nothing 
but bread and water. Death follows 
any attack on a warder whether Injury ‘s 
inflicted or not. The food, all except the 
broad, is wretched. 

The most horrible of the penal colon¬ 
ies in existence at present are undoubt- 
edly tlio-.e of Spain ut Ceuta und at Fer- 
nundo Po. The latter place is un is- 
land in llie Bight of Biafia. The aver¬ 
age temperature all the year round is 
near ly 80 degrees oml the iieut Is a dump 
kind, most trying to Europeans. The 
horrors which Cuban patriots under¬ 
went in Fernando Po ore not to be 
matched in Slbcfriu Itself. Three out of 
five died before they had been there two 
years. 

Oddly enough Portugal manages these 
matters much better than does Spain. 
She sends most of her convicts to-Goa. 
on the coast of India, or to her East 
African possession. But her system re¬ 
sembles that of New Caledonia, but is 
less strict. M fact. Portuguese convicts 
do very little hard labor. They are al¬ 
lowed almost complete liberty so long i 
On they do not leave the limits of the, 
settlement to which they ure assigned.

The offer to 
Julius was £20,000, which, considering 
the difference between tbe value of 
money then and now, would in our day 
represent the princely sum of $00(1,000.
